The very importance of the service 
which the Press is rendering to human 
progress is coming in the way of the 
progress of journalism. This is no doubt 
not only a paradox but also a very ironical 
situation. The Press is a modern channel 
of communication and is bracketed with 
mass media. It may be said to be the 
first mass media which came into the 
field of Communication. There are other 
mass media which have come into the field 
later, viz., film, broadcasting and T V 
Inspite of the entry of these three powerful 
media of mass communication, the Press 
holds the field and perhaps is increasing 
in its importance. That is because while 
the other three entrants are very powerful 
when they actually operate, the printed 
word of the Press has the advantage of 
sinking deeper into the minds of people, 
of being preserved indefinitely, of being 
available for reference at any time and of 
indefinite length without restriction of 
space or of time. 


These advantages are well-known to 
the people who are working in the field, 
but perhaps they are better known to those

powers that be, i.e., political power seekers, 
since it is mostly governments which seek 
to curb the Press in different countries, 


Even in democratic countries we find 
that there are certain curbs which are 
invisible and yet they are there, For 
instance, the Press can spread its influence 
more when there is what is called universal 
literacy. Mass illiteracy comes in the way of 
progress of the Press. Another invisible 
curb may be said to be the scarcity of 
the tools. For instance, newsprint, which 
is like rice and vegetables to a cook, if 
sufficient quantities of newsprint are not 
available, even when the Press is willing to 
pay for it, it can be a sizable handicap. 


Apart from such curbs, which is as I 
said are invisible, there can be political 
pressure by politicians and financial 
pressure by those who command money 
and finances, 


If we have a look at the Asian Press 
today, not only the Communist countries 
like Russia and China have the fullest 


possible control on the Press, but even in 
countries like Ceylon, Burma, Pakistan 
which began as democracies are seeking to 
suppress the truth and curb the Press, 


Under these circumstances the Press, 
if it is to be a finder and purveyor of 
truth, has to fight not only for its freedom 
but also for securing adequate and suffici- 
ent tools for its operation After all, it is 
truth that is sought to be established, 
justice that is sought to be equal and 
universal and all the enemies of progress 
that are sought to be silenced.

Among my numerous hosts, Nadig 
has a pride of place because I almost 
became a member of his family, We have 
roamed together, eaten together and 
cooked together. We had even travelled 
together Even before I became well- 
acquainted with him, I had acted as a sort 
of travel guide for him and his family in 
their travel to Tirukalikundiam and 
Mahabalipuram. J have only faint but 
fragrant memories of our rather painstaking 
daylong journey which I think ended in 
cementing our relationship It was in this 
journey that I became a favourite of his 
venerable mother who proved to be an 
epitome of kindness to me. The party was 
accompanied by two exhuberant brothers-in- 
law of Nadig and not undeservingly they got 
their nick names from Nadig when he got 
inspiration from the carvings in the cave 
of Arjuna’s penance. 


Of course I had read once before that 
Nadig had been prevented from walking 
in the streets of New York wearing 
knickers but at first sight of him at the 
office of the U S Information Service at 
Madras I got the impression of he being 
an expensively dressed dandy. He was 
rather indifferent to my questions This 
made me not to go to his desk when I 
Visited the office-cum-library on the next

occasion But he had not forgotten me 
He assigned me the duty of finding a house 
for him I accepted the assignment rather 
indifferently because I was under the 
impression that he had far better connec- 
tions in Madras than myself who was 
after all a student. Sometime later when 
[ met him again, he reminded me of the 
assignment and rather jocularly commented 
that I should not tell lies—‘ Burude’ was 
the exact word he used-—-and that unless 
I found him a house he would be straight- 
away coming to me and staying in my 
room. Having heard that Nadig was 
getting a fat salary and that he was closely 
related to wealthy people, I did not treat 
this ultimatum seriously. I also know that 
he had also been formerly the private 
secretary to an influential central minister. 


But I was swept away off my feet 
when Nadig straightaway and hardly with 
any previous notice shifted to my abode 
which consisted of hardly one room 
with his bag and baggage. That room did 
not have much furniture or attached bath 
room. I had a hard time in explaining to 
my hostelmates that my guest was an 
America 1eturned person, because he had 
no high faultin’ manners of foreign 
education. He was found to be simple in 
his manners and very amiable, 
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Some years ago Nadig had been invited 
to preside over a function at Mangalore 
but he did not turn up. The organisers of 
the function were disappointed and were 
angry with me for recommending such an 
America-returned dignitary. A few weeks 
later when I was casually moving about in 
Hampankatta which is the central locality 
of Mangalore, Nadig just materialised 
himself in a dhoti and shirt! As we were 
exchanging courtsies, some of my local 
journalist friends also happened to pass 
by and I introduced him to them. Initially 
they thought that I was just joking, 
because they could not believe a person with 
Nadig’s reputation would appear in public 
with traditional dress. His simplicity simply 
stunned them. He visited all the offices of 
newspapers in Mangalore without the 
modern trappings like fixing appointments 
and introducing himself in advance. This 
conspicuous absence of pomp and fanfare 
endeared him to them. In fact, one veteran 
journalist after meeting Nadig rather 


jocularly remarked that Nadig might have 
just seen America from the beach after 
getting down from his ship and returned 
without entering the country. 


I can only speak about the pre- 
doctorate days of Nadig because it is 
several years since we met each other. 
He had ofcourse told me about his thesis 
and if 1 remember aright, he had shown 
me portions of its draft too but I had 
lightheartedly dismissed as a joke as at that 
time he had too many irons in the fire. He 
belied my prophesy. 


I do not know whether Nadig has 
the hero-image for his students, but as far 
I could make out, he gives the right 
impression of being one amongthem [ 
believe his new Yadavagiri residence also is 
having free access to his students just like 
his previous house. The difficulty with 
him is that he can have only friends whether 
they are students or subordinates.

I am deeply troubled about the state 
of discussion and communication in the 
country All policies and decisions, it 
seems to me are valid only if they are 
understood and accepted by the people and 
a country can move forward in ordered 
fashion to modernization and progress 
only if there is a consensus on goals and 
methods, a situations which we today 
conspicuously do not have. The basis of 
understanding and of a consensus as I see 
it, is information and communication. 


Ultimately all power systems are 
systems of communication, This is not 
an original thought but something which 
is pretty well recognized in modern 
societies. And any system of communica- 
tion and therefore of power, must have 
four important components. One is a 
memory. Two, a _ transmission process 
whereby information or orders can be fed 
in for action and can reach any point 
quickly. Three, a governor mechanism 
which makes decisions for transmission 
and four, a feedback process which brings 
in intelligence, reactions, facts and opinions 
on the basis of which reasonably correct 
decisions can be taken.

Within Government I would say that 
the memory, which is the system of files, 
is very imperfect and sluggish. 


The transmission process through 
decisions, intelligence and information are 
conveyed to action points 1s even more 
obstructed. 


I have little to say about the governors— 
the politicians and civil servants who take 
decisions, but 1 am greatly concerned about 
the fourth aspect, feedback and about the 
place of reactions, opinions and intelligence. 
This mechanism, I think, is very faulty 
and impaired. 


I would submit that the analysis of 
facts and information is shallow and 
slapdash There is not enough spelling out 
of the options open and of possible 
consequences Jn fact I think that, in the 
age of Information and of the Information- 
Revolution through computers, the Govern- 
ment of India and perhaps even more the 
Governments in the States are operating 
some thirty years behind time. You must 
have read the books that have come out 
of the Kennedy Administration which 
describe how thoroughly information was 
used, expertise sought and options Studied 
before decisions were made, 


My opinion, based on reasonably long 
experience of New Delhi and the working 
of machinery of Government, is that major 
decisions are still made intuitively and that 
the servicing of decision-making 
rudimentary and imperfect.

Communication is the hallmark of 
power and this is true, irrespective of 
whether we are thinking of an open society 
or one not so open. Look at the situation 
in China Whether it is by compulsory 
study classes, self-criticism sessions, 
mammoth rallies, wall newspapers or public 
address systems Chinese society is continually 
being pushed towards a compulsory 
consensus Admittedly the system has now 
been strained by the Cultural Revolution. 


China has made some remarkable 
advances in mass media. The strength of 
external broadcasting, for instance, is 
well-known in India. The Chinese process 
is what may be called a consensus by 
direction as opposed to consensus by 
discussion which is at least the objective 
of some other societies where newspapers 
and other media aim to carry on what 
might be called the national debate. But 
my point is simple: whatever the kind of 
society, open or closed, the system of 
communication must be highly developed. 
Japan is a very advanced country in 
communication and information, as in other 
_ things. Nippon Hoso Kyokai, that is to 
say the Japan Broadcasting Corporation 
(which only represents the non-commercial 
side of Japanese radio and television) has 
an annual budget--met by licence fees——of 
$300 million, that is to say Rs. 225 Crores 
All India Radio’s budget is just over 
Rs. 15 crores. I’m not saying it should 
overnight be stepped up thirty times, but 
there must be a proportion and a minimum 
national expenditure on communication. 
Japan has 22 million television sets for 
about 24 million households in the country. 
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India, with more than five times Japan’s 
population, has 11,000 sets, all in the 
environment of Delhi, Japan has about 
33 million radio sets, India has about 
2 milllon, allowing even for the unlicensed 
ones In the first tlan India spent on 
broadcasting one tenth of one percent of 
the total resources. In the second Plan it 
was one fifth of one percent, in the third 
it was ome eight of one percent. For a 
country of perhaps 182 million literates 
our daily papers have a total circulation 
of less than seven million. J doubt if even 
two per cent of that goes to the villages, 


For a society that Wishes to call itself 
open and wishes to be ruled by consensus 
and discussion we are in a pretty bad way, 
We simply have not the machinery by 
which a stream of information flowing into 
Government is also thin and straggly. I 
must make a small correction. There is 
cascade of facts but they are unanalysed, 
unprocessed unprobed. This, I think, is 
dangerous. We have a system which, on 
most major issues, is floating on a sea of 
ignorance, Not long ago the distinguished 
American columnist James Reston gave a 
series of lectures and in one of them he 
said: ‘‘More than 4,0',CG0 Americans, 
most of them conscripts are now fighting a 
war in Viet Nam. Most of them do not 
know how it started and even many 
officials are extremely vague about how we 
got so deeply involved. When a nation 
can conscript its men to fight a war they 
know little about and then wage that war 
in the television screens of the homes of 
the fighting men, the relationship between 
public opinion and public policy surely 
needs analysis.” If this is true of the 
United State with its vast and thrustful 
mass communications system then where 
are we? 


Can we say that we have a govern- 
mental system which explains issues and 
keeps a stream of information flowing? Also, 
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thinking of our Press, can we say that it 
meets the following demands which any 
democratic society needs: “‘ First, a truthful, 
comprehensive and intelligent account of 
the day’s events in a context which gives 
them meaning; second, a forum for the 
exchange of comment and criticism; third, 
a means Of projecting the opinions and 
attitudes of the groups in the society to 
one another; fourth, a method of present- 
ing and claryfying the goals and values of 
the society; and fifth, a way of reaching 
every number of the society by the currents 
of information, thought and feeling which 
the press supplies,’’ No, we neither have 
that kind of an information system nor 
that kind of a Press. 


II 


The Nippon Hoso Kyokai, the Japan 
Broadcasting Corporation, has 700 general 
television stations and side by side, it has 
700 educational television stations. It has 
special television and radio programmes for 
people in remote areas and for groups like 
the mentally handicapped, the deaf and 
dumb and it also runs Sunday classrooms 
for those who have no time to study during 
the week. In country after country 
television has transformed the entire pattern 
of politics and has produced an electorate 
much more critical and demanding. But 
for the civil servant that I spoke of 
television is still perhaps the ‘Goggle box’ 
a source of entertainment for the mentally 
defective. May be it is because there are 
so many like him in the centres of decision 
that television has had its feet bound at 
birth in India. 


There is over much of the Government 
of India, this amazing and if I may say so, 
illiterate stereotype about the entire Press 
world: that journalists are snoopers, that 
their only interest is to find the dust under 
the carpet or the dirty linen jouncing in 
private washing machines and spread it all 


out public. It never occurs to these worthy 
people that the Press remains the most 
powerful link between the Government and 
the public and that the welfare of the 
community is not the monopoly of the 
civil servant alone, that journalists might 
also have the public weal in mind and be 
deeply interested in the major issues of the 
day because they concern the public. 


Of course there can be reason for 
conflict between the interests of the 
journalist and the official but, hard cases 
apart, they are really working with the 
same objective. At present there is 
tremendous relectance to have a stream of 
information flowing from the Government 
to the public, although, as I said, only if 
there is such a stream can democracy by 
discussion survive. Government can he 
kept on its toes and public reaction can 
be taken into account in framing policy. 
There are festoons of rules about secrecy, 
there is an all-embracing Official Secrets Act 
and ‘‘national security”? is evoked at the 
drop of a hat. 


What does happen when there is more 
information flowing from Government? 
Not destruction, rebellion and collapse but 
a moreeducated public, a more demanding 
and alert public opinion, more public 
participation and hence a_ stronger 
democracy. It might be interesting if 
I mentioned the kind of projections which 
the Japanese newspapers are making to 
the end ofthecentury. They look forward 
to papers which must change radically in 
content since the reading public in Japan 
in the year 2,000 will be much more 
educated than today. The NHK has 
shown that, with the growth of mass 
media and the kind of broadcasting done, 
the slice of Education and Culture in the 
programes has steadily gone up in the last 
forty years and the share of entertainment 
has been reduced. But, make no mistake, 
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entertainment is one of the prime needs 
of human beings and it cannot be allowed 
to fall below a fairly high proportion.

Perhaps the greatest drawback of the 
Government today is that its communica- 
tion with the public is feeble. We see 
today a tremendous ebbing away of spirit 
and elan. In poor, underdeveloped 
countries that is the only resource that can 
get people to make the sacrifices they 
must in order to cross the hump of 
poverty and subjection. During the 
period when it worked well our political 
system and our nationalism were elitist. 
Indian nationalism and the concept of an 
indian nation came principally from 
a band of highly educated western-thought- 
oriented individuals, The person who 
communicated the pride and spirit of 
nationalism to the mass was Gandhiji and 
he worked at it steadily through the 
platform, through constant travel, through 
newspapers and. through constructive 
programmes. He had an unerring eye for 
symbols and he had a fine sense of timing 
and he worked as you will remember in 
an era when the most powerful media of 
communication weren't open to him, radio 
and television and when newspapers were 
technically much inferior. 


In the age of the satellite and the 
computer what miserable use is the Indian 
Government making of these two media 
which are under its direct control? The 
film is probably the most powerful 
integrator in the country today, It is only 
through the Bombay film that the South 
knows the North, and Africa and Asia 
know India, Tamil mythological films are 
immensely popular, I found, in Cambodia, 
God help those who want to understand 
India from its box-office hints! 


Day after day we read reports of 


speeches made in city after city of India. 
Inaugurations, meetings, the launching of 
books, memorial meetings, the start of 
seminars, presentation of credentials, 
presentation of awards, the switching on of 
a project, the laying of foundation stones, 
all of them are opportunities for communl- 
cation but most are wasted with the use of 
the most threadbare cliches, The 
Government and its officers must learn to 
use the media of communication. The 
Government must produce able spokesmen 
who can argue a reasoned case, 


For without communication we can 
have no consensus and no action. Take 
some of the things we want: raising the 
age of marriage, a change in food habits, 
the abolition of dowry, the control of 
retail prices, peace in the campus, in all of 
them there can be consensus only if there 
is more information and discussion and of 
course, action, Through the media of 
communication Japan is a homogeneous 
nation and so are the U.S A and Soviet 
Russia. India remains a loose jumble of 
nations. 


The Indian Press is very far from 
being perfect. It is passive. In the States 
newspapers have often entered into a 
compact with the Governments and been 
promised a share of the spoils, Barring a 
few papers in a few languages, the 
standard remains low, Editorial freedom 
is being slowly but surely subverted by 
managerial agression. Nevertheless the 
important thing to realize is that the Press 
in India remains the only medium that is 
not under the direct control of Government, 
Quite often, I’m sorry to say it has been 
willing to be toady, But the expression of 
critical opinion, detailed investigation and 
sounding the public for views c 


an only b 
done by the Press—-if it want hee 


res S to. That 
is why the vitality of the Indian Press 
should also be the concern of People other 


than those who work in the Press or own 
it. It should be the worry of all those 
who wish to see the possibility of free 
discussion continue. 


Over the years there are bound to be 
issues where the civil servant is convinced that 
the policy of the Government is dragging the 
country tO ruin. There must also be cases 
where he personally knows that there is 
wheeling and dealing. If his loyalty is not 
purely to the Government but to the State 
and its people then he must, at times, 
consider discussing the problems with 
trusted friends in the mass media. Even 
before things reach crisis-point he must 
discuss the major issues with public-spirited 
journalists. I don’t really feel that such a 
civil servant can be accused of disloyality. 
Both the journalist and the civil servant 
would be acting in the highest national 
interest. But of course there are cases and 
cases and in not all of them is the national 
interest involved. The official and the 
journalist could conceivably join forces to 
embarrass a politically unpopular public 
figure. 


There has, in the past, been debate 
on the antagonistic role of the journalist 
and the government official. This was 
highlighted in the dispute between a 
distinguished American Secretary of State, 
Dean Acheson and James Reston. Acheson 
said that a Secretary of State, had to 
germinate new policies and to nurse them 
along until they reached the stage of 
development when they can withstand the 
batering assults of political arena. The 
reporter’s primary purpose on the other 
hand, he said, is to get news for his paper, 
po matter what the effect on policy. 
Reston answered that Secretary Acheson 
failed to understand and make use of the 
creative power of the Press to muster 
public support for sound policy and 
alternatively, to gauge the full extent of 


public reaction to unsound or unrealistic 
policy. 

Then and later, Reston has principally 
reffered to foreign affairs, but my own 
view is that the area of conflict between 
the public-spirited journalist and. the 
public-spirited official is narrow and is, in 
fact, continually shrinking. Both have the 
task of furthering public information which 
gets the people in the country to advance 
their collective thinking on major issues. 
The area of co-operation between reporter 
and government official should, in my view, 
widen more and more, This is what Reston 
said in conclusion: ‘*The responsible 
government official and the responsible 
reporter (in the field of foreign affairs) 
are not really in conflict ninety percent 
of the time. Whenthey do their best work 
they are allies with one another and with 
“the remnant” in the nation that wants 
to face rather than evade reality. Clever 
officials cannot ‘“‘manipulate’’ reporters 
and clever reporters cannot really ‘“ beat” 
the government. From both sides, they 
have more to gain by co-operating with one 
another and with the rising minority of 
thoughtful people. than by regarding one 
another as ‘“‘the enemy’. With this I 
thorougly agree. 

Look at the relations of the Cabinets, 
at State and Centre, with the Press, The 
Prime Minister does not even hold one 
Press conference amonth. Other Ministers 
rarely submit themselves to. public 
questioning by journalists. State Chief 
Ministers, too, are fond of issuing of 
making statements but are not willing to be 
questioned and cross-examined on policy. 
Many Central Ministers have shied away 
from the monthly AIR programme ‘‘ Meet 
the Press’? and when some have agreed 
the journalists and the Ministers have often 
turned it into a pleasant game of mutual 
back-scratching to the background music 
of ponderous generalities.

Nadig (if I may take the liberty to 
call him as I am accuostomed to when I 
accost him in person) is known to me now 
for over four decades. I have closely 
watched his career. His is the career of a 
self-made man He seems to have been 
cut out for journalism and it is not 
surprising, therefore, that destiny always 
directed him to assignments or attainments 
associated with journalism, whether in India 
or abroad. I can recall vividly the difficult 
circumstances in which he took the bold 
decision one fine morning to proceed to 
America to qualify himself for a graduate 
course in journalism. Determined as he 
was, nothing not the least, the lack of 
funds-daunted or deterred him and he 
achieved his ambition. But he sincerely 
strove and laboured hard for it, which is 
really what matters in the ultimate analysis 
in any walk of life. No matter what you 
are, you can succeed and come to the top 
only if you are sincere and hardworking. 


Nadig has other qualities besides that 
go to make a good journalist. In the first 
place, he has humility and winsome 
manners. Secondly he has developed and 
what is even more important, retained 
contacts spread over a large and wide 
circle, Indian and international. Above 
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all, he is a great guy at team work. To 
get together a team is only half the job; 
equally important, if not more, is to get 
the team to work as a team. A newspaper 
is first and last a team work, a co-operative 
team work at that. 


Nadig has yet another quality. 
Enthusiasm, enthusiasm which is at once 
ebullient and infectious. Many of us may 
be—and indeed are—enthusiastic, but not all 
of us can claim to be able to infect the same 
degree of enthusiamto others. It is a rare 
feature of organising ability that only a few 
possess. Nadig’s organising ability is best 
brought out by the educational tours he 
pioneered for students of journalism from 
Mysore. Hardly any other University or 
private school of journalism has organised, 
to my knowledge, such purposeful and 


, : to 
instructive tours, tours which serve 


establish personal contacts with the top 
brasses in the world of Indian journalism. 
I have no doubt whatsoever that, had the 
authorities, or for that matter, any founda- 
tion placed the requisite funds at his 
disposal, Nadig would have taken his 
students outside India also. May be he 15s 
even now nursing such an ambition. If so, 
I wish him all success. 


It is my earnest prayer to the Almighty 
that Nadig may grow from strength to 
Strength to continue to serve Indian 
journalism, We are passing through exciting 
times and who else but the dedicated 
journalist can sense these things promptly 
and purvey them to the people pictures- 


quely.

Film criticism in India to-day is at 
such a low ebb as the films made in the 
country. This is of course a sad state of 
affairs. It is so because the right people 
are not engaged in the job. It is also a 
a fact that such persons are rare to find. 
Many who have a thorough knowledge of 
the grammar of the Cinema lack the power 
of expression while attempting to write 
about it. Similarly, those who have a 
good command over the language are not 
familiar with the art and craft of the 
Cinema. Like most of the film-makers in 
India, who made some progress by 
trial-and-error methods, film critics too 
have tread the same path and have made 
no special attempt to improve and perfect 
themselves in order that they may act as 
real torch-bearers of the industry. The 
crying need of the hour is a school for 
film criticism, providing specialised training 
for aspirants in film criticism. 


While Film Institutes have fortunately 
sprung up for training aspirants in film- 
making, there is no Institute to train film 
critics. In these days of specialisation and 
professionalism, it is a pity that no 
organisation or institution has been set up 
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Film

to train film critics in the country. It is not 
understood why the Film and TV Institute 
of India, established in Poona, is restricting 
its courses to the study to film appreciation 
and the various other departments in 
film-making only. Similarly, the journalistic 
courses instituted at various Universities 
do not seem to include a special course in 
film criticism. Jt would certainly be in the 
fitness of things if all the Universities were 
to run special courses to train film critics. 
It must be realised that film criticism is a 
specialised job. 


It is a matter of regret that several 
daily newspapers, which are in a position 
to mould public opinion, have neglected 
the aspect of employing trained film 
critics, however small their number may 
be, for the job of film reviewing, nor have 
they shown interest in providing training 
for them in the field of film criticism. As 
a matter of fact, film critics in their employ 
are not given as much importance as any 
other feature-writer or reporter or sub- 
editor. Barring one or two newspapers, 
most of the newspapers have treated film 
reviewing as a pastime and any sub-editor 
or reporter, who is freely available, is 
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assigned the job of film reviewing. Such a 
person may be completely ignorant of the 
background of film-maker responsible for 
the production of the film and may also 
be unaware of the film language. Yet 
they attempt to do film reviewing at the 
behest of the news editor with the result 
that their piece resembles nothing more 
than a glorified write-up. Their writings 
lack the depth of a perceptive critic and as 
such their reviews turn out to be 
inconsequential. Neither the editor nor 
the management seem to care about the 
low standards of film criticism in their 
newspapers. 


There are also several cases where a 
film critic is not allowed to exercise his 
freedom while writing either film 
reviews or assessing the work of a film 
maker or an artist in a critical manner. 
He has to follow the dictates of the policy 
of his management and play the second fiddle 
to the wishes of his boss. There have 
been several instances in the past where film 
Critics have been under fire and have even 
lost their jobs on account of their frank 
views, but such crusading critics are few 
and far between. A majority of the 
so-called critics today revel in towing the 
line with the object of maintaining their 
status quo and even making hay while the 
sun shines. Corruption has started taking 
roots into the rank and file of the critics. 
There are also the black-mailing ones. 
But there are always attempts on the part 
of a film critic to play the soft pedal while 
criticising a poor work and go into estacies 
while eulogising the merits of films which 
are even just above average. 


There are also extreme cases where the 
critic imagines himself to be a super critic 
and cannot rest content without finding 
faults even with the best of works. He thinks 
his only job is to spot out the flaws and 
highlight them and not to mention the good 
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points at all. To such a critic, the best of 
work comes only from masters like Fellini 
or Antonioni or Truffaut or Godard or 
Bresson or Bunuel. They begin to compare 
Indian films with the films made by these 
masters and any Indian film that does not 
measure up favourable with the films of 
these men is considered to be trite and so 
condemned. There is no attempt to judge 
the Indian film in the context of Indian 
film-making conditions. Their concept is 
so much clouded or rather influenced by 
anything that is Western, that even a fairly 
good Indian film is considered to be 
medicore. Their complex stands in the 
way of a sympathetic. appraisal of the 
work of Indian film-maker. To them the 
Indian film is rootless, outlandish and 
nothing but a grotesque representaticn of 
Indian reality. Fortunately, for the Indian 
cinema, such critics are smail in number. 
That may be one of the reasons why their 
writings have not been able to create an 
impact on the box-office-oriented industry, 
which is mainly interested on cashing in on 
the credulity and base tendencies of the 
audience. 


Another question that arises at this 
stage is how far the reviews of films 
influence that minds of the readers. There 
are several instances, where badly criticised 
films have proved to be box-office hits, 
while films, which have elicited unstinted 
praise from the critics, have turned out to 
be miserable flops. Jhis proves that by and 
large film reviews do not play any part at 
all in the drawing audiences to the picture 
houses or in warding them off bad films. 
At the same time, it cannot be ruled out 
that film reviews play a significant role in 
the cultural and social life of the people. 


Constructive reviews analysing the film 
and its philosophy do help a reader, at 
least the discriminating moviegoers, to get 
a fair idea of the film he o1 she wishes to 


see, But is must be admitted that the 
coterie of such persons is very small. Yet. 
there is no gainsaying the fact that there 
are several pseudo-critics who bring nothing 
but bad name to the profession. Many 
publicits parade themselves as film critics 
solely with the idea of projecting and 
promoting the image of those whom they 
are desirous of sponsoring. To them, 
objectivity is at a low premium. Money 
becomes their manmmon and they have no 
qualms of conscience in using their skill at 
writing to blatantly flatter the already 
pompous ones. To them, the means do 
not matter for they are always concerned 
with the end, the results--the result of 
making money. Such persons have 
undoubtedly prostituted the noble profession 
of journalism. 


But it is also true that genuine criticism 
is not taken in the spirit in which it is 
offered. It is matter for regret that many, 
especially those in the business of film-— 
making, do not seem to have developed a 
sportive spirit to receive criticism with cheer 
and profit by it, in their subsequent 
endeavours. They wish to be glorified all 
the time. They like to feed their ego by 
paid write-ups either about them cr about 
their work and are so touchy about even a 
small piece of criticism, however honestly 
made in the interest of their improvement, 
Under these conditions, how can honest 
criticism flourish? 


What should be done to foster good 
criticism for the betterment of film art? 
It is here the Government should bestow 
some thought for the ultimate good of the 
industry, Since the Government are doing 
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everything in their power to improve the 
conditions in the film industry, it would be 
worthwhile if they could also do something 
to encourage good film criticism and film 
critics and take such steps as may be 
necessary to produce as many professional 
critics as possible, so that they may be 
equipped to carry out their jobs in a 
proficient and authoritative manner. The 
West has produced quite a film critics of 
world repute but India cannot pride herself 
with anyone of that calibre, 


It is time the powers that we gave 
attention to this lacuna in this field and 
did something dynamic to turn out film 
critics of international calibre in the years 
to come’ Every college in India and the 
Film and Television Institute of India should 
run special courses in film criticism with 
the help of those who are proficient in the 
field, both in India and abroad And when 
students in film criticism emerge successful, 
they should be encouraged with rewarding 
jobs so that they may be above want and 
temptation. Their work should be 
recognised by the industry and the 
Government and then alone their Pieces 
of criticism would find an honoured 


place 
in the heirarchy of film-making, | 


In this respect, the Press Institute of 
India deserves to be congratulated on 
instituting for the first time cash awards 
for the best pieces of film criticism and 
items of human interest contributed by film 
critics and Cinema Correspondents.

“What ails the Indian Press’ has 
ceased to be a hypothesis. It need not be 
verified or tested; it can be safely assumed 
that the Indian Press is ailing. Let us 
hasten to diagnose the ailment. 


A paralysing ailment from which the 
Indian Press appears to be suffering is the 
vacuum in the sphere of objectives. How 
was the vacuum created? 


In the pre-independence era, there were 
two clearly defined objectives before the 
Indian Press. It functioned primarily as a 
mobiliser and consolidator of public opinion 
against the foreign rule. It performed this 
task admirably well. It imparted charisma 
to personalities of individuals in the field 
of politics and made them national heroes. 
It helped build up a galaxy of national 
leadership. 


Its second objective was extension of 
the first. It acted as a relentless critic of 
administration which was a symbol of 


foreign rule,

These were the all-absorbing objectives 
till August 15, 1947, when with the over-— 
night disappearance of the foreign rule, 
the task of consolidating and mobilising 
public opinion against it abruptly ceased. 
But what disappeared was the paramountey. 
The administrative set-up which was the 
instrument of the paramountey remained 
intact. Because the institutionalised machi- 
nery continued to function the press by 
force of habit continued to function as a 
relentless critic of it These two functions 
could have been given a new dimension in 
the post-independence period. 


Absence of Promcticns : 


Maintaining its old tradition, the Press 
could have emerged as consolidator and 
mobiliser of public opinion for the 
preservation of country’s freedom. It failed 
to emulate the example of its counter-parts 
in other parts of the world The news- 
papers, elsewhere form an integral part of 
the life of the community and are 
appropriately described as a fourth Estate. 
They are ceaseless campaignis in the

cause of communities’ life, be it sanitation, 
health, water supply or curbing the deviant 
behaviour on the part of citizens and 
authority. It may be astonishing to discover 
some of the functions performed by the 
Japanese newspapers. The Mainichi 
Shimbun not only prints newspapers but 
also magazines and books and carries out 
promotions. 


Among the major promotions which 
the Mainichi Shimbun sponsors are: 


a) Various English oratorical contests 
for students, 


b) Music, movie, painting, photo and 
other contests. 


c) Inter-city baseball matches, road 
races, tennis tournaments, student 
Sumo, Judo, Kendo and boxing 
matches 


d) Presentation of awards for out- 
standing achievements in the fields 
of industry, art, athletics, music, 
theatre arts, photography, etc. 


e) International Art Exhibition every 
other year-the so-called Tokyo 
Biennale. 


f) Inter-high school baseball tourna- 


ment. 

Some of the interesting types of 

publications are: 

a) Mainichi Shogakusei Shimbun- 
daily vernacular for primary school 
children 

b) Mainichi Chugakusei Shimbun— 
daily for junior high school 
students. 


c) Braille Mainichi-weekly magazine 
for the blind. 

d) Camera Mainichi-monthly maga- 
zine for photographers. 


e) Mainichi Nenkan-yearbook or 


almanac, 
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It is difficult to give an example o 
similar promotion sponsored by any Indian 
newspaper during the last 20 years of the 
post-independence period. 


Much more than serving the interest 
of the community or nation they, at least 
the English language newspapers, could 
have awakened to a reality which threatens 
their existence and launched a promotion 
in self-interest. 


The readership of English newspapers 
is confined to the English knowing popu- 
lation of the country, The language is being 
assailed from every quarter The standard 
of the English language teaching has been 
going down’ The readership is shrinking 
and yet the English newspapers appear to 
be oblivious of this danger, They could 
have launched a campaign for the spread 
of knowledge of English outside the 
classrooms. If only they had launched a 
campaign, the community would have 
supported them because there is a great 
hunger for the knowledge of English in the 
country, be it in tae metropolitan towns 
or the district headquarters or even the 
sub-divisional towns It is the ambition 
of the lower middle classes to see that 
their children come up and they also know 
that can come up only if they have 
sufficient grounding to the English language. 
All the English newspapers in the country 
could have combined to map out the 
country and create centres within the 
radius of 50 miles from where the know- 
ledge of English language should radiate. 
These centres could be flooded with suitably 
prepared book meant for the youg and the 
aged alike. 


I have referred earlier to the role of 
the newspapers as critic of the administra- 
tion. Could it have been as relentless in the 
post-independence period itrespective of 
the fact that the administration was raticnal 


and its decisions called for sympathetic 


understanding in the overall need of the 
nation. Referring to this aspect of the 
working of the Press Shri D. R. Manekar, 
President of the All India Newspapers’ 
Conference while speaking to the officer— 
trainees at the Indian Institute of Mass 
Communication in New Delhi on 
February 7, 1969 observed: 


‘-The Press in a highly developed 
society can afford to be brutally 
frank in its criticism even of delicate 
issues like war and peace, as the 
American Press does over the war 
in Vietnam The U S. Press could 
compel President Johnson to 
announce his withdrawal from the 
presidential contest on the issue 
The kind of public discussion in the 
United States that followed the Bay 
of Pigs episode in 1962 fascinated 
a foreign observer and evoked his 
admiration. But that kind of freedom 
and brutal discussion in the columns 
of the Press in an under-developed 
country would be almost suicidal. 
Therefore, I want to underline the 
distinction between the freedom of 
the Press as conceived—and practical- 
in a highly evolved society and in an 
under-developed country.” 


Shri Mankekar’s observations call for 
reflection on the part of the responsible 
Press in this country. 


Qutmoded Concept of News: 


Another ailment from which the Indian 
Press appears to be suffering is its adherence 
to an outmoded concept of news. The 
old saying that the news is not when the 
dog bites the man but only when the 
man bites the dog, has been discarded by 
the news publishing and gathering organi- 
Sations all over the world as the accent in 
this definition is on the extraordinary—the 
unusual. It is the work-a-day routine that 


sustains life and covers the large part of the 
span of the life of individuals as well as 
of nations. It is equally true of nature. 
The sun rises at a particular hour in a 
given direction. It also sets only at a 
fixed hour in the appointed direction. The 
seasons change only at the allotted hour. 
These are the dead-routine of nature and 
also of life. What is extraordinary in nature 
is often described as freak. The extraordi- 
nary in society is equally singled out. It 
is the news about the work-a-—day life that 
has to be conveyed meaningfully. The 
Indian Press unfortunately seems to stick 
to the discarded concept of news; if men 
are not biting dogs they will be made to 
do so. 


Millions of things have been happening 
in this country in the domain of work—a-day 
life. Spectacular progress has been 
recorded in the economic and social field. 
New aspirations have changed old ways 
of living and a new consumption pattern 
has emerged. Some of the old institutions 
have shown cracks if not crumbled: but 
these, by and large, have not touched the 
Indian Press, which has been oblivous of 
these cataclysmic changes. A new orienta- 
tion on news coverage is called for if the 
Indian Press has to get rid of this ailment, 


Concentration of Publication : 


Yet another ailment from which the 
Indian Press has been suffering is the 
concentration of publication in one centre, 
In other words, publication for the sake 
of profit or for the sake of a cause. [| 
am not holding any brief for the profit of 
the papers which in turn affects 
standard and also usefulness There is no 
justification for a large number of 
newspapers in one language being published 
from the same centre, Ihere are as many 
as six English dailies published from 


their 
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New Delhi and a fairly large number from 
Bombay. This, however, 
which India shares with other under- 
developed countries in the world. For 
instance, there are 20 dailies in Buenos 
Aires (Argentiana), 17 in Sao Paulo and 17 
in Rio de Janeiro (Brazil), 18 in Mexico 
City and 12 in Montevideo (Uruguay). 
In Bangkok (Thailand) 16 dailies are 
published, in Manila (Philippines) 12, in 
Hong Kong 55, Teheran (Iran) has 15 
dailies, Beirut (Lebanon) 38 and Istanbul 
(Turkey ) 20.

Whatever the reason behind _ their 
publication—and this effect is a fragmenta- 
tion of the reading--and this for the great 
“majority of papers means small circulations, 
low advertising rates and volume, financial 
insecurity and indifferent standards. 


It may be that the ailment would disap- 
pear as the country records more economic 
progress But to the extent that it exists 
it is the persistance of an ailment. 


Lack of Trained Staff 


The lack of adequately trained staff is 
yet another ailment from which the Indian 
Press appears to suffer. There is prevailing 
belief that newspapermen are born and 
cannot be made. Are they any different 
from other professionals? If men can be 


trained into engineers, teachers, or managers, 
why can’t they be trained into journalists ? 
There is no codified ethics for the profession, 
no systematised manval of techniques, no 
elaborately defined relationship of the 
profession with society. One learns 
only as one works and grows in the job with 
the result that there are different concepts 
of integrity by different individuals. It was 
time that every aspirant to the professicn 
was admitted only after having completed 
a rigorous period of training in the concept 
and technique of journalism and was made 
to take the cath to abide by the fully evolved 
ethics before entering it. 


When I joincd the staff of a reputed 
English Daily in the 40s, I did not have 
any idea of the technique or the requirement 
of the profession and the first training which 
I received was that ‘‘ Jawahar Lal Nehru is 
not Pandit—there is only one Pandit in 
India and that is Madan Mohan Malaviya. 
Mohandas Karam Chand Gandhi is not 
Mahatma, he is only Mr.” Should I not 
have been given an intensive orientation to 
the profession of journalism, its place in 
society, its ethics and what the profession 
as well as the society expected from me as 
a journalist? It may be too late in the 
day to start a high level academy to run 
courscs in Indian journalism. But tetter 
late than never.

‘*A journalist is born, not made’’. 
This is a common notion, but it is not 
entirely true and does not hold good at the 
present day, when journalism has become 
a competitive one, like all other avocations, 
and he or she, who aspires to enter the 
field of journaliam, has to bring out his 
or her best and for this, some training - 
basic at least—is necessary. The young 
aspirant, with a mission and with intelligence 
and the ability to get on with others and 
always sporting a smiling face and quick 
in thought and action, will certainly do a 
fine job and with luck, he or she will 
undoubtedly shine and make a name. 


In the initial stages, the young 
journalist requires some guidance. He 
should know what is required of him, he 
must familiarise himself with the different 
activities of the paper he serves and he 
must also have an idea of what pitfalls he 


must avoid. 


The old idea of ‘training on the job’ 
does not hold good at the present time, 
when journalism has become an art and a 


Sxaining 
in Journalism 


science. Till a few years ago, training in 
journalism in India was not much in 
evidence. It is true that some of the 
greatest of Indian journalists did not have 
any training as such and they went through 
the ‘mill’ learning by trial and error. 
To-day, newspaper offices prefer a young 
man or woman with some training, for 
those in charge of bringing out the paper, 
have no time to ‘teach’ the aspirant. It 
is common knowledge that time is of the 
essence of a newspaper and when it is time 
to go to the Press, everybody is busy and 
the trainee is left to himself. 


There are not as many openings in 
newspaper offices as may be imagined ; 
many young people find it difficult to 
secure a position with their own local paper 
and may find it difficult to travel some way 
from home. An editor who is employing 
new staff will seek a certain standard of edu- 
cation and the right personality in the people 
he selects to work for him. In the past it 
was often possible for a young person, to 
obtain employment in a newspaper office 
as a ‘copy boy’ in the hope that eventually 
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there would be an opening for him as a 
junior reporter. Editors would assess the 
potential of the person concerned and in 
many cases, these ‘ copy boys’ climbed the 
laddei to success. But now, there has been 
greater emphasis on education in our 
country and as standards of learning have 
risen, so have the requirements for many 
jobs, not the least journalism. Many 
newspaper offices are to-day looking more 
and more to the university graduates but 
it does not always follow that those with 
the highest educational qualifications make 
the best newspaper men. It is essential, 
however, that entrants into the profession 
should be able to express themselves 
clearly and so an English qualification ts 
almost certainly a ‘must’. 


Many people, especially the freshers 
from the university, think that journalism 
would suit them best, for they have a 
‘flair’ for writing or that they are best 
suited for this job, There is a certain 
glamour in regard to the journalistic 
profession. The “reporter is the envy for 
many, for he has a challenging job and 
he comes into contact with the high and 
mighty, There is the popular notion— 
mistaken in my view—that the newspaper 
man and particularly, the reporter, can 
“make or mar*. Nothing is further from 
the truth The reporter works for his 
paper and he has above him, many people, 
who go through his work. The ultimate 
authority in regard to the news that gets 
into the paper, is the editor, There is a 
big hierarchy in the editorial department 
the Editor, the News Editor, the Chief 
sub —editor, the chief reporter and the 
like. The news that is printed goes through 
the penetrating eyes of these people The 
young trainee has to get abundant patience 
to learn his work. He must try to serve 
in every section of the editorial department 
before he could say that he has had ‘some 
training’. One writer aptly said, ‘‘Let it 
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not be thought that joufnalism is bathed 
in the romance and glamour which so — 
surrounds it in books, plays and films ; 
indeed it represents a lot of hard work and 
heartache which bring their own reward. 
The junior will be required to spend many 
hours doing routine tasks such as writing 
up wedding reports, funerals, and many 
times, re-writing copy submitted by 
correspondents, The more exciting jobs 
may be a long time in coming, but those 
who show the ability will get their chance.” 


Training in India in the field of 
journalism is available at many centres 
and through varied institutions In some 
states, the university has journalism as a 
subject. Training in the various institutions 
is training in the whole field and not just 
training a reporter, even though the main 
requirement is to teach junior journalists 
how to report and what newspaper work 
is all about. 


The lot of a journalist is indeed a 
difficult one. Besides the newspaper for 
which he works, he has to move with 
people and if he is a reporter, his duties 
and responsibilities to the public are 
enormous. “Life as it is, with its laughter 
and tears, success and failure, is the 
journalist’s stock-in-trade!’? The report of 
a minor municipal council meeting 
1S as Important as reposting the proceedings 
of a Parliament or the House of the 
People in India—Lok Sabha-as it is called, 
when important changes in the Constitution 
are Sought to be brought about, 


To the journalist, every job is 
Important and the utmost care has to be 
taken 


in the shaping of the report. The 
Teporter, for instance, will be asked to 
turn out ‘neat’ Copy, which tells exactly 
what happened, how it happened, where 
it happened. To the young reporter the 
four Ws—WHO, WHERE, WHEN. and 
WHAT and H—how, are very idipenmep 


An incomplete story is as unsatisfactory 
as one that is inaccurate. To assume that 
the reader has much background knowledge 
about events is a grave mistake. Far 
better assume the reader comes entirely 
fresh to the story and needs to be told 
all. If the young man or woman bestows 
some attention to these—they get it during 
the period of training—then the copy would 
be readable and true. Training in such 
details are very necessary, 


More than training in the art of 
reporting and sub-editing, the journalist 
has to be taught much about Press laws 
and what pitfalls he should avoid. In the 
course of his work, he comes across many 
instances of defamation, breach of copy- 
right and the like. Some knowledge of 
these laws is very essential. Institutes 
training journalists devote quite a conside- 
rable time in teaching students the broad 
outlines of the Indian Constitution, the 
governance of other big countries like the 
United Kingdom, Australia, Japan and the 
like and some important laws. 


Training in journalism is imparted in 
the Universities of Mysore, Madras, 
Punjab and Nagpur. The Bharatiya Vidya 
Bhavan, perhaps the biggest non-official 
cultural and educational complex in our 
country, has working under its auspices, 
several colleges, which offer one-year 
Diploma course in journalism. The course 
is open to graduates ordinarily, but in the 
case of working journalists. this rule is 
relaxed, if necessary. The Rajendra Prasad 
Colleges of Mass Communication at 
Bombay, Bangalore, Ahmedabad, Delhi, 
Madras, Guntur, Ernakulam and Hyderabad 
(all constituents of the Bhavan’s Institute 
of Communication Studies, Bharatiya 
Vidya Bhavan, Bombay ) impart training 
in journalism and the course 18 a very 
comprehensive one. Besides training in the 
three craft subjects, viz., reporting, editing 
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and writing, instruction is imparted in the 
Indian Constitution, the history of Indian 
journalism, newspaper management, 
printing and Indian culture. Besides, each 
student before appearing for the Diploma 
Examination is required to submit a 
Study-paper, on any aspect of mass 
communication. This study paper is 
something like a thesis for a Doctorate 
and is intended to test the original 
work of the student. While at college, 
the journalism students aie asked to bring 
out their own newspaper - ALPHA - under 
the guidance of a lecturer. This training 
gives the student much needed practical 
work, 


Dr. Nadig Krishnamurthy, Head of the 
Department of Journalism, University of 
Mysore, in his book ‘Indian Journalism’ 
has devoted a full chapter to the subject 
of teaching of journalism in India. 
Dr. Rajendra Prasad, first President of India, 
in the course of his message to the Mysore 
University Journalism Association in 
1955, observed “India needs _ trained 
journalists’’. 


The Press Commission, in its very 
valuable report stated, ‘‘In this country 
there is plenty: of human material available 
to supply the needs of the journalistic 
profession, but it has got to be educated 
and trained along proper lines before it can 
be moulded and fitted into the profession’. 
The Commission has given due weight to 
the training of journalists. 


The Mysore University has with effect 
from the academic year 1971-72, started 
the MA. Degree course in journalism and 
this has been possible, not a little due to 
the missionary spirit with which Dr. Nadig 
Krishnamurthy has been working for the 
past twenty years. The present Vice- 
Chancellor of the Mysore University, with 
his wonted zeal for all good causes, has 
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enthusiastically supported this idea and the 
Journalism Department is now developing 
into full bloom. 


Speaking of training in journalism, 
the work of the International Press 
Institute (I. P. I.) to interest the Press of 
India in a project for a National Press 
Institute, is to be commended. With 
Mr. Chanchal Sarkar as its Director, the 
Institute “is a forging house of ideas for 
improving journalism and training Indian 
journalists to meet the challenge of the new 
readership appearing in India’’. 


Any scheme of training in journalism 
can succeed only with the active co-opera- 
tion and support of newspapers in the 
country. Not only newspapers, but also the 
departments of Government like the Infor- 
mation Services, All-India Radio and most 
of the big industrial concerns will benefit 
much by entertaining persons who have 
undergone a course of training in 
journalism. 


More than the training one gets at 
one of the training colleges or institutes, 
the aspirant to the field of journalism, 
must be a scrupulous reader of the daily 
papers—he must select at least one good 
paper and read it well. Newspapermen are 
regarded as ‘encyclopaedia’ by the 
general public and there is a notion that 
a journalist knows everything. This is a 
great tribute indeed, but how many young 
journalists come near it! Hard and 
constant work and more than these, an 
innate desire to better equip oneself are 
very necessary in the making of a good 
journalist. If a journalist, in addition to 
the training he has received, brings into 
play qualities of initiative, inquisitiveness 
to learn about what is happening arround, 
quick action and resourcesfulness, he will, 
in my view, no doubt, make good in the 
profession. In addition to these, he must 
be pleasant mannered and be able to earn 
the esteem and goodwill of ome and all. 
Good journalists are a delightful lot to 
see.

Somewhere deep in the recesses of 
every man lurks the writing bug. Rare 
is the individual Who has not at some time 
or other seen visions of himself like Walter 
Mitty surrounded by editors and publishers 
clamouring for his manuscripts. 


Generally the writing bug shows itself 
in early vouth after one has got over the 
compulsive urge to become an _ engine 
driver or aeroplane pilot or in the present 
day context, an astronant. These infections 
pass quickly but the writing bug, like the 
Man Who Came to Dinner, is a permanent 
guest. 


There is a. well-known school of 
journalism in London which advertises, 
“If you can write an interesting letter you 
can become a successful writer.’ But 
unfortunately (or perhaps fortunately ) the 
problem is not so simple. 


It is true that writers are born. But 
they can also be made. Many of today’s 
leading writers are made-men who have gone 
through the mill of hard work, extensive 
study, hawk-eyed observation and an 
unflagging spirit of never-say—die. 


While these superman qualities are an 
absolute must for really creative writing 
there is a lower plane in which one can

manage a sniff or two at the sweet smell 
of success without much cerebral equipment. 
And that is what is known as the popular 
press. 


Newspapers and periodicals require and 


usually accept contributions from outside 


their pale, in a manner of speaking. Still 
it is very much of a closed shop, especially 
in our country, where some kind of a 
contact with someone on the staff is often 
necessary for a breakthrough, And the 
rewards are relatively poor, Accepted 
articles are held over for months and 
payments are made at best a month after 
publication. 


This is where any reader who is 
thinking of making a living out of free— 
lance writing should stop reading this 
article. The life of a writer in this country, 
barring a-few shining exceptions is a long 
and losing confrontation with the big, 
bad wolf, who becomes a permanent 
resident at his doorstep, 


Therefore what the aspiring writer has 
to dois to make sure of his bread and butter 
and Write only in his Spare time, Few 
editors realize that like justice, payment 
delayed is payment denied.

ft is not possible in an article of this 
kind to go into the ramifications of the 
writing game but one can give some 
ground rules and deal rather sketchily with 
some of the more important fields of 
writing. 


The most popular and generally the 
most rewarding type of literary effort is the 
feature article. The scope for it is vast and 
one can write on virtually anything under 
the sun. But it must be remembered that 
others have already said all there is to say 
on practically every possible subject. The 
only thing left for you to do is to say the 
same thing but say it differently. Which 
really means that you look at an old to 
topi from a new angle or when that is not 
possible find a new peg to hang it on. 


As an example, a friend of mine who 
had lived for a number of year in U. K. 
conceived the idea of writing on London. 
Better men than he had flogged the subject 
to death. However my friend found a way 
out He wrote a very profitable series of 
articles on the funny side of life in London, 
calling it ‘*‘ Laughing at London’’. Actually 
it was the heading that sold the article. 
Really literary gimmickry but gimmickry 
pays. 


Features require research and acute 
observation. And of course a little of 
the “gift of the gab’-—meaning the Knack 
of saying what you want to say in an 
interesting manner. Cliche’s must be 
avoided like the plague. Nothing is more 
deadly to any form of writing. 


A knowledge of photography or 
sketching is an asset to any feature writer. 
Pictures, like the sari, can hide a lot of 
defects in the narration and increase the 


impact of the story. 


Feature articles can be written on 


people, places, events or what have you. 
But one of the cardinal rules of feature 


writing i$ that you must know what you 
are writing about, But that does not mean 
that you should risk your neck ona 
flying trapeze to write about a circus. 
Careful, close-up observation and study 
will give you enough authentic material for 
your stories. 


There is tremendous scope today for 
specialized writing on say, public health 
and hygiene, popular science or space 
technology etc. In these spheres the aim 
should be to write down to the level of 
the average reader rather than show off 
your knowledge of the subject, The language 
press is a happy hunting ground for 
writers of specialised articles, more 
especially for those who can write on wild 
life; mg@ture etc. 


Another lucrative outlet for your 
writing urge is investigative reporting. 
This requires, in addition to the qualities 
already mentioned, a flair for public 
relations and the ability to separate the 
grain from the chaff. Here too the scope 
is vast but the work is harder. 


If you want to write an expose of 
drug addicion among students for instance, 
the first thing you have to do is to choose 
your guinea pigs carefully. Secondly you 
have to handle them tactfully. Pump them 
hard but do it painlessly. The uphill part 
of the job is the collating of the information 
you have gained and drawing the right 
conclusions from them, In all investigative 
writing your approach must be absolutely 
clinical. If you allow your bias to show 
your report is worth nothing, 


Interviews fall into the same bracket 
and therefore call for the same abilities. 
There is a good market for this type of 
writing if you choose your objects from 
the headline-makers. Remember a little 
soft soap judiciously applied can work 
wonders, 
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A variation of the interview is the 
personality profile. Another profitable line 
which has not been exploited as much as 
it should have been. 

In interviews and in profile writing do 
not pester your victim with questions Let 
him or her do the talking, confining 
yourself to a little prompting now and 
then. Human vanity will take care of the 
rest; there is no subject more fascinating 
to a man than himself, 


And finally here are some ground 
rules: 


1. Choose the subject for your 
article with care. Then let it ferment in 
your mind for some time before you start 
writing, 

2 Copy the artist-block out your 
outline before you put pen to paper. 


3. Get as close to your subject as 
you can. 


4 Avoid cliche’s like you would 
your mother-in-law or the tax collector,

5. Do not succumb to the tempta- 
tion of padding. Say what you want to 
Say in as few words as possible. Verbosity 
is for politicians, 

6. Use the simplest words you can 
think of. If you have a thesaurus throw 
it out of the window. 

7, Remember the worst kind of 
platitude can be put across if you know 
how to dress it up, but it is not worth the 
trouble, 

8. If there is a chance of injecting 
something humourous in your article grab 
it, never mind how serious the subject 

9. Donot indulge in feeble wittici- 
sms. They stick out like sore thumbs. 

10 Never flog a point, Let it go as 
soon as you have made it 
If you can measure up to the above 
there is every chance that you will earn 
your cigaratte money as a writer, So buck 
up and go to it.

There are many facts of Nadig’s 
remarkable life. It has been my ambition, 
for quite some time now, to write his 
biography, However it is not with a view 
to gain publicity for him which he does 
not need, but to help people correctly 
understand him. There are many outstan- 
ding characteristics of his personality which 
are bound to inspire young journalists. 

Department of Journalism at Maha- 
raja’s College, Mysore, ever since 1953 
when Nadig became its head is more 
a “family ’’ than an academic division. In 
our “‘family”’ he is always known as 
‘** Professor’. I usually refer to him, in 
his absence as Professor Nadig. Of late 
this name is generally Dr. Nadig— the 
appellation that is in vogue currently. It 
is very rare that people call him as Krishna 
Murthy. Though some colleagues of mine 
refer to him as my ‘boss’? but I have 
kept to my resolve not to mention him as 
my boss simply because I adore him even 
today as my teacher and this identity wil] 
perhaps remain perpetual. 


Simplicity 
. I have unflinching regard for Nadig’s 
simple nature, simple statements and simple 


language. It is my belief that I am not 
alone in this adoration. Dr. Nadig is a 
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vast treasure-house of knowledge, experience 
and inspiration, I have many narratives 
and my reverence to him is ever abiding, 
I am always mindful of his ready co- 
Operation, 


Dr. Nadig’s career is one of epoch- 
making events and richly variegated 
activity. He is one of the very few professors 
of Mysore University who have filled a 
variety ofroles with aknowled ged distinction. 
Born in 1921 at Annavatti, in Shimoga 
district, to Nadig Narasinga Rao, Shan- 
bhogue of the village, he had a bright 
scholastic and collegiate career. There are 
various parts subsequently played by him 
in public life. To mention a few, he 
was a student leader in 1942 movement, a 
dedicated freedom fighter, book-seller, 
publisher, salesman of his own books, fund- 
raiser for his ambitious higher education 
in the United States, a professional public 
Speaker, leader of Indian students in

Service. After joining the University of 
Mysore as Assistant Professor of Journalism, 
he has functioned as the Liaison Officer of 
the Sixth Inter-University Youth Festival, 
Chairman of various boards and adviser 
of several committees of different universities. 
He has rendered exemplary service as 
UNESCO Fellow in Journalism. Visiting 
Professor at the Southern IIlinois University 
and Indian delegate to the International Mass 
Communication Conference. As an invitee 
to several international conferences, seminars, 
symposia and professional congregations, I 
fee] it appropriate to designate him as 
India’s roving journalist. In recent past he 


acquitted himself creditably well as the first 
full-fledged Administrative Officer of Maha- 
raja’s College. 
Disciplinarian 

In every phase of his duties and 
responsibilities he has clearly represented 
a remarkable individuality of his make-up. 
Whatever field he entered, he enlivened it 
with an immediate and impressive impact. 
Everything he has done is either a personal 
triumph or a professional victory, Whatever 


he has achieved is productive of memorable 
consequences. 


As a journalism instructor he is thorough, 
He is a strict disciplinarian and has put many 
young men and women through rigid course 
of regimentation at the department of 
journalism, He has his own ideas of how 
budding and enthusiastic journalists should 
be trained up. Some of the jobs he 
assigns are quite rigorous, but he believes 
in providing all the essential requirements 
for students who come under his tutelage. 
The affectionate yet firm control, the 
supervision which never degenerates into 
indulgence has contributed, in large measure, 
to the shaping of many young journalists 
who are today successfully manning news- 
Paper offices and allied institutions of mass 
media. It is as though a father sees the 
great role his sons are destined to play and 
takes adequate precaution to fashion them 
and equip them for that destiny. 


In the campus, as a senior teacher he 
is respected and loved by many whom he 
treats lovingly. In his discussions and 
interpretations there is absolutely no 
rancour and one of the cardinal principles 
he adheres is to try and understand the 
other man’s point of view. He always 
carries a smile and is known sufficiently 
for his moderate attitudes. But at the 
same time he is firm and never ccmprises 
with either his ideals or standards. Like 
Walpole he never gives undue importance 
to barks, Contrary to what some might 
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have thought, Prof. Nadig is endowed with 
humility which, in reality, is a quality 
of greatness. I have seen many persons 
with very poor knowledge of the world 
who have never risen to any heights, 
pretending that there is nothing under the 
sun which they did not know. Nadig 
admits that whenever his knowledge of 
certain subjects is deficient he makes it 
up by deep and concentrated study. He 
is of the firm view that the prestige of any 
institution could be maintained only if the 
persons serving it worked with the same 
impulse and motivation as that which 
impells individuals. In other words, the 
persons working in an institution should 
not feel that the work they are doing is 
none of their concern, and so, they need 
not bestow any personal interest or attention 
to their duties. Again, his considered 
opinion is that the reputation of any 
administration depends on the integrity and 
honesty of the persons serving it.

While the world ( even if it is not the 
whole world) goes to sleep a newspaper- 
man is forced to stay awake. His night or, 
‘day’ begins even as the other office— 
goer’s ends But then are not the beginning 
and the end one and the same in our 
Indian conception of timelessness though 
the ‘time’ is a different matter in a 
modern newspaper office. There is hardly 
any justification, therefore, in nursing a 
grudge against the poor homeward 
commuter, 


A ‘day’ at the desk is not really at 
the desk either. Once at the desk of course 
a clutter of copy unnerves you—copy 
flowing from the teleprinters through the 
news-editor. Copy you have to sniff, 
shuffle, taste and reject. You attempt 
cosmos out of chaos and it is nothing 
short of organising life on a mini plane, 


Now and then you make several 
excursions to the press from the desk to 
make up the pases, run up to ‘scripture’ 
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(proof) readers to ensure a correction or 
two, rush to the reporter to clear a doubt 
or a mistake in a politician’s proper name. 
There are also times when you go off the 
handle, lose your temper-the most 
uneducated act-with the press boys. A 
row ensues. All in the game though and 
you have to take it in your stride. You 
work amid the din and clatter of telephones, 
teleprinters and typewriters punctuated 
occasionally with the organ voice of the 
office. Headache of the headlines plus. 


And once you have steered through 
the maze of copy you find deposited on 
your desk promptly as if by an unknown 
hand a bunch of mofussil telegrams which 
you have to rush for the van edition, 
There is no use shirking. You have to 
dispute it like Macbeth. And when you 
try to grasp the nettle what do you find ? 
an ex-MLA inaugurating the new room of 
a village panchayat (Thank God, for 
once it is not a vasectomy camp or a 
gruel centre although a gruel centre would 
be something ), party taluq officials inaugu- 
rating that week and this. 


But the field assistant or a village level 
worker inaugurating, the field day celeb- 


fations and stressing the value of hybrid 
fertiliser and seeds are the major events 
And police officials visiting outposts is ro 
minor matter either, Besides, there are 
sinking of wells, illicit liquor hauls and 
‘commissioning of bore wells’. You scratch 
your head, sink into your chair wondering 
and fighting out the significance and the 
news value of this sort of reporting, 


You have also a hard time keeping 
the publicity crazy officials out. You see 
through their game and let out a chuckle 
as you chuck them out. It is also not 
uncommon to come across correspondents 
themselves inaugurating or convening 
meetings and village level seminars, ( Thank 
heavens workshops not yet !), proposing a 
vote of thanks, welcoming the gathering, 
besides often being chief guests Only 
humour can save you and sustain any finer 
awareness that you are still left with, But 
you can’t be bogged down with your 
mofussil mates, You have to fare forward 
voyager ! 

At last the shape of the edition has 
emerged, And then comes the last and 
longest trip to the press, We accompany 
the chief surgeon who has everything 
planned and worked out for the final 
operation, The first and the turn-pages 
are made up and when we are about to 
move deskwards in comes a ‘flash’ ora 
‘snap’ which is a ‘ must’, 

The story carried and corrections 
inserted the edition is put to bed and you 
heave a sigh of relief. The tension is 
resolved. The day’s adventure is over. 
Boy, it was a happy delivery. And a 
man’s job too. 
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Back at the desk you find calm of the 
mind, all passions spent Although it was 
repetition of a pattern everyday it was not 
that stereotyped or was it? There was 
variety There was work. Was it not better 
than inhaling in the cobwebs of campus 
corridors ? ; 


In the all round let-up one of the 
senior subs, senior by virtue of a few 
months’ service, is obliged to beam a 
Malvalio smile at one of the juniors to 
whom he was cruel only a few minutes ago 
trying to impose his pattern on everything 
the latter did.
